|. That the Humble Petition and Addrets of 
the General Counſel of Officers at Iallingford- 
hquſe to the Parhament , which was ſo unam- 
monly and cheerfully agreed unto, and approv- 
ed of in a day of our greatcſt contufions , may 
not be laid aflcep, but may have treſh life given 
unto if ;-It-bcing <( wpon turther-and cleerer 
grounds) fti}l uponour hearts as the beſt and on+ 
ly expedient, yet otfcred (notwithſtanding many 
aſllayes) to a happy and durable ſettlement be- 
ing a hxcd and firm fence and boundary (un- 
der God) for the ſecuring of the Civil and Spi- 
ritual Libertics, whichthe Spirit of the Nation is 
unwearied 1n travi], not onely to invade, but up- 
on cvery opportunity ( as we we have often ſeen, 
and lately had a cleer evidence of ) 1s ready to 
attempt the ruin and deſtrucrion of the ſame. 

Il. That whereas God having given a Spirit to 
the Army hixed and faithful to the intereſt of hts 
people,and ourgood old cauic, when many who 
had bcen friends, were cithcr Apoſtotes, Malig- 
nints or Newters, joyning with the old Enemy, 
leaving the Pariiament and Army , and their few 
active friends (ingly to conflict with their late 
dithcultics,and having now no ſuch hopeful way, 
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ke 'to prevail, and ruin, ane fruſtrate what we 
have fo long contended tor , as by working divi- 
ſions inthe Army , making breaches , begetting 
miſunderftandings, and diltulving its Unicn 
{whcerely, under Gud, it's (txength lics) We do 
therefore as the mort etlectual means, tor the 
anaintaining of the Diſcipline 2nd condu-t the ve- 
of, and preſerving its Union inviolable , hunt!) 
Propoſe, T hat his Excellency the Lord # /cetwood 
may be {cttledCommander in chict of the Arimics, 
his Committion expiring within a few monechs ; 
1 hat the Lord Lambert be the General Ofnoc:;, 
and chiet Commander of the Army next under 
lum :; Alſo that General Desbrouzh be the chict 
Ofhcer of the horſe under then), and that Genc- 
ral Monch be the chiet Officer of the Infantry , 
they being perſons, under whotc conduct, cour- 
age. and fidelity, we have had emineut fiuccels>, 
victories and dcliverances in the days of greoar 
ſtraits, and have been t1gually bleſt and owned

III. That having had verv ſad experiences of 
a grand Apoſtatizing and New teral Spirit gone 
through the Nations, and among(t many of thoſe 
who were intruſted for the ſatcry rhereot, very 
few acting or appearing in ſeveral Counties, for 
the preventing the Plots , an4 fſuppreiling the 
powers of the enemy in their late Rebellious de- 
Gen z and many others not ouecly taultering, but 
falling in with them, were by a total ruin, Was 
threatned:, and had been citected , had "_ wy 
Or 
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Lord in mercy prevented it. We therefore/hnm. 


bly Propoſe, that theremay be a diligent inquiry 
in all parts by faithtul m?n,imployed to that pur- 
poſe, what intruſted Perſons have been guilty of 
any contrivance, or ated againſt the Common= 
wealths intereſt, and that they may be proceed- 
e | againſt accordingly; and likewiſe what per- 
{ -ns uptn wicked purpoſes have been Newteral in 
tucha diſtracted day, when thcir affiſtance accor- 
ding to their imployments and truſt, would have 
been no lefs uſctul then ſeaſonable 3 and that all 
ſuch may be removed from their places and ime 
ployments, Civil and Military, and that ſuch 
who on the contrary have in this juncture of 
your diſcompoſed affairs, declared their owning 
Qt this intereſt , either in the County Troops, 
Militia, Volanteers, or otherways, may be look- 
ed upon 2s friends, incouraged , ſatisfied, their 
Arrears protected from injuries, countenanced b 
you, and as they are capacitated, inveſted with 
authority in their leveral Countrics., - 
IV. Thar jn rhe lote Infurrections, ſome con- 
1derable Corporations have not onely added, a- 
betted, and.countenanced the enemics deſigns . 
but alſo have madeuſc ft the Armes lodged with 
them, and themſelves appeared 1n the rebellion, 
willogiy receiving the numerous afteCtions of all 
engaged therein : | hcretore we humbly propofe. 
That ſuch Corporations may be diſcountinan- 
ced, and that yon-vould be pleaſed to give your 
tonal mark of disfavor againſt them ; as alfo for 
the tuture, 1o to regulate Corporations , that 
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ſuch perſons well qualified according to the Go- 
vernment of a wel} conſtituted Common-wealth 
may be inveſted with the authority of Magiſtracy 
in every Town, that fo the footſteps of Monar- 
chy may be raſed out. 

V. We humbly offer,that all perſons whatſo- 
ever, Magiſtrates, Miniſters, or others, who have 
openly, or ſecretly ſtirred up, or provoked the 
inhabitants of theſe Nations to war and cong 
motion againſt the Parliament, and particulal 
the late InſurreCtions, which is too viſibly appa- 
rent, many of them having not onely been abet- 
ters, but in their perſons appeared with inſtru- 
ments and woes of war (as ſome of us know) 
may be proceeded agalnſt, as you in your judge- 
ments think fit. 
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
